RECORD OF 1916-17 
SEASON

At the annual meeting of the 
Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit Ex- 
change, held Saturday afternoon 
at. the exchange house, the fol-

During the past year the ex- 
change shipped a total of 3905% 
cars. This quantity was exceed- 
ed only once, that year being 
1916-17, when they shipped 4057% 
cars. 

Shipments were composed of the 
following varieties: 2100% cars 
of Navels, 438% cars of Valencias, 
16% cars of Grapefruit, 80% cars 
of miscellaneous oranges, 1269%

For this quantity of frnit the 
exchange received f.o.b. at their 
office, here $3,645,884.34. 

In his annual report to the 
stockholders Manager H. B. Har- 
low said in part as follows: 

The many problems that con- 
fronted the industry during the 
past season will make for a closer 
co-operation throughout the staie, 
and those directly interested in 
the marketing and distribution of 
the citrus crops will no doubt 
have something to submit to our 
people which will mean a better- 
ment of crop distribution. This 
will simply mean a greater unity, 
of co-operative action, and in stat- 
ing this we do not mean that any- 
one or that any one district is 
going to give something for noth- 
ing, but we do know that a spirit 
of give and take, with. everyone 
doing their part for the better- 
ment of the whole industry, ‘vill 
not only work out to the advant- 
age of the industry as a whole, 
but will also give its pro rata 
share of advantages to the indi- 
vidual or individual district. It 
is ‘our earnest desire and hope 
that something definite will be 
forthcoming that all can get be- 
hind for the safeguard of our in- 
dustry. We saw what was occom- 
plished, due to proper co-opera- 
tion and distribution of oranges, 
‘hroughout the season, and we 
also saw what could be done on 
lemons, but unfortunately on the 
lemon deal action was taken too 
late; but what we did learn in 
the handling of this year’s crop 
should be an advantage in. the 
working. out of a more definite 
gian to follow for the future. 


In speaking of co-operation, 
which we need from all angles to 
properly handle and distribute our 
crop, we find a great deal of de- 
sire on the part of some people, 
particularly on small matters, to 
take the position of “let the other 
fellow do it.” For example, with 
the problem of small sizes facing 
us, we requested all of our people 
when ordering or sending, special 
boxes of fruit to eastern friends 
or relatives that they order small 
sizes, In checking up on this we 
find that we handled for our own 
people approximately 240 boxes, 
and we do not believe that there 
was over 2 per cent of these or- 
ders that called for 216s size or 
smaller. This same condition 
must have prevailed in other dis- 
tricts and while this may be a 
small matter, we do believe that 
considerable good could have been 
accamplished had the people got 
behind this move and followed up 
the sending of this fruit with a

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Conference with the Courthouse Ad- 
visory Committee, comprising repre- 
sentative taxpayers of all districts of 
the county, was called yesterday by 
the Board of Supervisors in its at- 
tempt to perfect a courthouse finance 
plan. 

The calling of the conference clearly 
reflects the sentiment of the super- 
visors—unanimously favoring the erec- 
tion of a new group of county build- 
ings by the unit plan, provided, of 
course, that the finance issue can be 
solved. 


Advisors Will Hear Proposals 

The conference with the advisory 
committee of 25 residents of the coun- 
ty will be held next Monday after- 
noon, November 24, at 1:30 o’clock. 
The numerous proposals submitted to 
the supervisors by protestants of the 
project to erect an annex to the old 
courthouse will be discussed at the 
parley. It was indicated at the meet- 
ing yesterday that the supervisors ap- 
prove the proposed unit plan if it can 
be adopted without too heavy a tax 
burden to taxpayers. 

Discuss Bond Issue Tonight 

Property owners of San Bernardino 
will meet tonight at the Chamber of 
Commerce to discuss the proposed 
$100,000 municipal bond issue to fi- 
nance the purchasing of a courthouse 
and civic cente” site. If this proposal 
is endorsed, ii wii! be introduced at 
the conference of the supervisors and 
advisory committee as a possible solu- 
tion of the finance dilemma. This plan, 
it is known, is receiving hearty sup- 
port in San Bernardino, where the 
majority for the courthouse bond is- 
sues was indicative of the city’s sen- 
timent on the proposition. 

The county has $72,000 in the treas- 
ury for the erection of one unit, the 
money having been raised by direct 
taxation. If the old courthouse and 
property can he sold for $500,000, 
slightly more than $175,000. is left to 
be raised by taxation for a new 
group of buildings, it is believed. The 
entire issue will be submitted to the 
advisory committee and, it is prob- 
able, a definite decision will be reach- 
ed at the parley.

Local Plant Has 1400 Colonies 
of Bees Scattered Through- 
out the Southern Part of 
This State. 

This is National Honey Week 
and is being observed all over the 
country by a campaign of adver- 
tising and also by educational ar- 
ticles in regard to the value of 
honey in the diet. In Upland 
the word honey brings to mind 
our townsman, William Atchley, 
who ig the largest individual pro- 
ducer of honey in the state. Mr: 
Atchley has been in the bee and 
honey industry for forty years or 
more, and he still finds it a very 
interesting and fascinating line of 
work and fairly lucrative. When 
living in Texas he.gave a great 
part of his time to thé breeding 
of imported strains of queen bees 
and his success was so great along 
this line that his queens were in 
constant demand not only all over 
this country but also in foreign 
countries. He enjoys this depart- 
ment of the industry” but decided 
some six years ago when he: lo- 
cated in Upland that he would 


plify the amount of equipment he 
would have to carry. a 
Although his 1400 coloniés. of 
bees are scattered pretty much all 
through the southern part of the 
state, the headquarters of the busi- 
ness is here in Upland and the 
seventy tons or more of honey 
produced annually are brought to 
this plant for extraction and prep- 
aration for sale. In his building 
on Campus Avenue he has every 
facility obtainable for taking care 
of the honey from extracting to 
bottling; and in May and June 
during the orange honey season

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What Is Such a Picture Worth? 


MAN who painted one of the pictures best known to the 

American public died recently. He was not the world’s 

most famous painter, not one of the old masters, not a 

cubist, nor a futurist of note, not one whose canvases 
carried the divine light of inspiration to those able to see it, 
but he painted a picture that has been seen often and is always 
recognized by a great number of people. 

Francis Barraud made no pretense at great eminence in 
the world of art. Son and pehpew of two famous British ar- 
tists, his work—‘‘His Master’s Voice’’the little dog sitting be- 
fore the horn of a talking machine, quizzically cocking a puz- 
zled ear—is instantly identified in all corners of the world, in 
places where.Michael Angelo and Da Vinei are strange names, 
and where even Coles Phillips and Maxfield Parrish are un- 
known. No other picture has been copied ‘and parodied so 
often and with such piquant force; no other so widely distri- 
buted. Ye tmay we not again see here the hand of destiny? 
For it was the father of Francis Barraud who in 1840 publish- 
ed the most popular picture of that day—‘‘We Praise Thee, 
O Lord’’—which was copied and distributed as no picture had 
been up to that time. 

Values are relative. Does this apply to paintings? Is the 
intrinsic merit of a painting the only criterion by which its 
merit is to be determined? Or do the accumulations of time, 
sentiment, popularity, legitimately increase. the value of a 
work of art? Such questions open large fields for discussion 
—too large a field to be covered by a dogmatic yes or no. We 
may only recount the interesting story of the value of ‘‘His 
Master’s Voice.”’ . 

Francis Barraud was a descendant of an old Normandy 
family thet emigrated to England in 1650. He was born at Lon- 
don, and began to study art at the age of 18 years, at Heath- 
erly’s School, and later at the Royal Academy Schools, where 
he was awarded a silver medal for drawing from the life. 
Later he worked at Antwerp Academy. Aside from ‘‘His Mas- 
ter’s Voice,’’ his most notable canvas is ‘‘An Encore Too 
Many,’’ which hangs in the Walker Art Gallery, Liverpool. 

‘‘His Master’s Voice’’ was not executed as a commission 
from any commercial enterprise. By the merest accident it 
found its way to the attention of the great corporation whose 
trademark it later became. Barraud inherited from his father 
and uncle a love of animals and exceptional skill at depicting 
them. 

In the Strand Magazine of August, 1916, he tells the story 
of ‘‘His Master’s’ Voice.’’ One day he noticed his little dog, 
Nipper, sitting in an atttitude of somewhat puzzled interest in 
front of the horn of the talking machine in use at that time. 
Immediately the picture appeal to him as one that would 
strike a popular chord, and he painted it. Dissatisfied with 
the ugly black horn of the machine he had painted, Barraud, 
at the suggestion of a friend, asked the Gramophone Company, 
Ltd., to lend him a brass horn which would add color to his 
picture. Company officials, realizing at once the value of such 
a painting, bought the completed picture. 

‘T gigantic tower is a monument to the peculiar phenome- 
non that has congested people into cities much in the 
swarming spirit of bees. 

Man is fundamentally an individualist. He began that 
way. Time hasn’t changed him, on the ‘average, except in his 
sociological day-dreams. Men congregated together, formed 
communities, primarily for mutual protection against enemy 
beasts and enemy tribesmen. The congregating perpetuated 
itself. Men found it best to be near each other for exchange 
of individual products. This tendeney increased with spe- 
-jalization—which is the correct word for what is usually im- 
sroperly called our ‘‘ejvilization.’’ Genuine civilization is 
spiritual, not material. 7 

There’s talk of Chicago eventually being the world’s larg- 
est city, stretching out to include Milwaukee, with a total of 
50,000,000 population. A turn of the tide—an exodus back to 
nature—is looming as a possible rasult of airplanes. People 
will be able to live far out and fly hundreds of miles to work 
in cities reduced to collections of factories, shops and theatres. 

Radio will help in breaking up the big cities. Sociologists 
already notice that radio is ‘diminishing ecrowds.”’ TH. Ad- 
dington Bruce, psychologist, puts it this way: ‘‘Through the 
wizardry of radio, recreations are brought into the home and 
the best of music, lectures, publie addresses and sports may 
be enjoyed without the discomforts of crowds and crowding 
in publie places.”’ sg 

Radio entertainment as we have it now is, of course, crude 
and infantile compared with its destined future. Radio movies 
will come. So will television, by which you'll sit in your home 
and on a small screen or in a lens see such events as airplane 
flights, presidential inaugurations, scientific wonders, travel 
tours, sports and other events that formerly have necessitated 
travel. 

Man will not become a_ hermit. But his swarming in 
crow-ls already has begun to wane as 4 result of auto, radio 
and airplane. Crowds usually have an’ undercurrent of mob 
insanity, contagious to the individual brain and conducive to 


mental and nervous disorders. 
—_—__—_0. 


Guns and Gunmen 


SUGGESTION that some form of prohibition should be 
applied to the use of firearms in the interests of public 
safety has attracted considerable attention in all parts 
of the country. While there appears to be a consensus 
of public opinion in favor of restriction in the use of firearms 
sufficient to lessen materially lawlessness and to safeguard 
human life, there is a section which evidently takes lawless- 
ness aS a matter of course, and the use of firearms by all and 
sundry as an institution which cannot be abolished, a sort of 
necessary evil that must continue because it has to combat evil. 

Here we have truly a vicious cirele; a state of matters as 
senseless as it is futile. The disarmament of individuals is a 
problem which awaits solution like the disarmament of nations. 
The remedy seems as hard to find in the one case as-it is in 
the other.

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TIME TO PLAN YOUR HOME. 









AND TENANT EXPLAINED 


By A. J. BLEDSOE 


Who may make repairs and who must 
pay for repairs to buildings on leased 
property depends upon whether the 
building is intended to be occupied by 
human beings or whether the building is 
business property. 


* Leases of business property should al- 
ways specify the agreement of the lessor 
and lessee about the making of repairs. 


If it is the intention of the parties to 
the lease that the lessor shall keep the 
property in repair or that the lessee shall 
keep the property in repair, then the 
lease itself should specify the agreement 
of the parties, whatever that may be. 


To Make Repairs 


Tf a lease of business property does not 
say anything at all about the matter of 
repairs and does not specify who shall 
make them, the lessee will have to keep 
the building in repair at his own ex- 
pense during the full term of the lease. 


When we come to consider buildings 
intended for occupation by human be- 
ings we find that the law of California 
is entirely different and that the law does 
say who shall make repairs. 


In the first place, unless there is an 
agreement to the contrary, the lessor of 
a dwelling must put the building in con- 
dition fit for occupation and keep it in 
tenantable repair during the term of the 
lease. . 


If the building gets out of repair by 
the fault of the tenant or in a dangerous 
condition by reason of the tenant’s lack 
of ordinary care, the lessor is not bornd 
to make such repairs, but the tenant him- 
self must make them. 


Landlord Must Pay 


When dilapidations have been occa- 
sioned to a dwelling which the landlord 
ought to repair, but neglects to do so, the 
tenant.may make the repairs himself, 
provided the cost of such repairs is not 
more than one month’s rent of the prem- 
ises; and the tenant may deduct the cost 
of such repairs as he is compelled to 
make from the rent. 


But, before he can legally make re- 
pairs himself, so as to deduct the cost 
from the rent, he must give reasonable 
notice to the lessor, stating the character 
of the dilapidations and the repairs need- 
ed and that the lessee intends to make the 
repairs-if the lessor does not. This no- 
tice may be given verbally or in writing. 


Tf, after such motice the lessor refuses 
or neglects to make the repairs, the les- 
see may vacate the premises in which 





case he will be discharged from further 
payment of rent or the performance of 
the other conditions of the lease. 


The law gives the tenant the privilege 
of vacating the premises in case the land- 
lord neglects to make the repairs need- 
and also authorizes him, if he prefers, 
to remain and make the repairs himself 
when they do not require an expendi- 
ture exceeding one month’s rent. 


To Cancel Lease 


A lease may be cancelled by the les- 
sor if any of its conditions be broken by 
the lessee, as for non-payment of the 
stipulated rent at the time agreed upon 
or for breach of a covenant not to assign 
the lease without the consent of the les- 
sor, or for breach of any other condition 
in the lease for the benefit of the land- 
lord, and, likewise, a lease may be can- 
celled by the lessee, if any condition of 
the lease inserted in it for his benefit and 
protection is violated by the landlord. 


The question of the landlord’s remedy, 
when the tenant repudiates the lease, 
came before the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia in the case of Bradbury vs. Hig- 
ginson, reported in Volume 42, Califor- 
nia Decisions, page 284. 


The codes and statutes are not clear as 
to what the landlord’s remedy would be, 
but the Supreme Court -in the cast just 
mentioned stated the law definitely and 
conclusively on the point. 


Abandoned Lease 


The abandonment of leased premises 
and a declaration of intention by the 
lessee not to pay any more rent, does not 
change the relation of lessor and lessee, 
nor discharge the latter from the obliga- 
tion to pay rent, although the lessor may 
relet the premises for the benefit of the 
lessee. 


Where a lease is repudiated and the 
premises abandoned, says the Supreme 
Court, the landlord may rest upon his 
contract and sue his tenant as each in- 
stallment of rent or the whole thereof 
becomes due; or he may take possession 
of the premises and recover damages, 
which damages is the difference between 
what he may be able to rent the prem - 
ises for and the price agreed to be paid 
under the lease. 


Where the landlord sues for damages 
he cannot recover in advance the full 
price to be paid for the unexpired term, 
but is Himited in his recovery to the dif- 
ference between what he may be able to 
rent the premises for and the price 
agreed to be paid under the lease.
